REPORT  OF  TEE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


City  of  Nashua,  Feb.  29, 1868. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldennoii : 

The  Health  OdiL'ers  of  the.  City  of  Nashua  herewith  respactfull  y  fub- 
init  their  Annual  R-.^port  for  the  cm-rent  year. 

At  the  eommenceinent  of  the  year  the  same  orders,  substantially,  %vore 
issued  as  in  the  preceding;  year,  and  the  same  general  plan  of  exaniiiia- 
tion  of  the  City,  relative  Jo  it^  sanitary  condition,  was  adopted.  Alitor  a 
first  examination  by  the  Board,  the  City  vas  divided  into  three  dLstriit?, 
and  each  Ofiicer  took  special  charge  of  his  allotted  portion.  There  vas 
much  less  rea'ly  compliance  with  the  orders  and  si)<rgestions  frcni  the 
Baard,  on  account  of  less  apprehension  of  Cholera,  than  in  the  previous 
year,  but  a  reasonable  compliance  was  obtained  ;  and  it  should  be  remem- 
bered, thatagood  sanitary  condition  of  theCit"  is  as  much  a  public  bene- 
fit in  warding  oiT  or  niiu'ratinn^  the  common  diseases  that  usually  prevail, 
as  it  is  in  guardin<T  agaWist  the  more  malicrnant  and  less  frequent  ui.^ca?es. 
There  was  but  one  case  of  Cholera  that  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Board,  and  that,  thouorh  severe,  terminated  in  recovery. 

If  tiie  Physicians  of  the  City  were  required  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Health  all  cases  of  malignanr,  cont^jjlous  d;se:ise,  an.i  also  all  nialipnart 
or  severe  epidemics,  and  their  localities,  v-'ifh  such  sunc;G;est)ons  as  their 
learning;  woidd  enable  them  to  j^ive,  it  wouhl  greatly  aid"  the  Board  in 
searchmjr  out  and  removlncij  tha  causes  of  those  diseases.  The  rigid  rules 
in  relation  to  small  pox  have  been  continued,  and  but  one  case  ol  vnrio- 
loi  1  has  been  known  to  exist  in  the  city  for  the  past  year,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  that  much  dreaded  disease,  under  proper  regulations  and  man- 
agement, will  be  shorn  of  its  terrors. 

The  Board  recommend  a  continued  vijiilant  and  eflicient  action.

Report  of  Chief  Engineer  of  Fire  Department. 

TO    THE    lIONOliAlU.E    MAVOJl    AND    AI.DERMKX  : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Ordi- 
nances, Sect.  4,  relating  to  the  Fire  Department,  I  herewith  respectfully 
submit  to  your  honorable  body  my  Ninth  Annual  lleport  of  tlie  condition 
and  affairs  of  the  Nashua  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  1, 
1868,  embracing  a  detailed  statement  of  the  forces  and  expenditures,  a 
list  of  fires  and  alarms,  with  the  loss  and  insurance  so  far  as  could  be 
ascertained  ;  a  roll  of  the  members,their  ages, occupations  and  residences, 
together  with  suggestions  relative  to  its  wants. 

This  Department,  as  at  present  organized,  consists  of  one  Steam  Fire 
Engine,  two  Suction  Hand  Engines,  one  Hook  &  Ladder  carnage  and 
two  Hydrant  Co.'s,  with  three  carriages  each.*  Each  Engine  has  one 
hose    carriage  witli   the   various    equipments   and   appurtenances. 

The  number  of  Members  to  whicli  the  Department  is  entitled  by  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  is  1  73,  exclusive  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  divided 
as  follows  :  Torrent  Steam  Engine  Co.,  14  men  ;  Protector  Engine  Co.. 
41  men;  Niagara  Engine  Co.,  41  men  :  Hook  &  Ladder  Co.,  41  men  ; 
Nashua  Hydrant  Co.,  IS  men  ;  Pennichuck  Hydrant  Co.,  18  men. 

Durinc'  the  past  year  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  has  been  purchased  ;  one 
Hand  Engine  Co.  has  been  disbanded  and  the  Engine  sold.  We  have 
700  feet  ot  Steamer  hose,  therefore  can  generally  form  but  one  line  of 
hose  at  a  hre,  while  the  Engine  is  capable  of  throwmg  three  streams. 
Hence,  we  labor  r.nder  great  disadavnntage?  from  the  want  of  Steamer 
hose.  The  hose  used  by  the  Hydi-ant  Co.'s  is  a  smaller  one  and  not  safe 
to  use  on  the  Steamer,  as  in  being  old  it  wdl  answer  for  Hydrants  only. 
I  would  recommend  at  once  the  purchase  of  two  thousand  leet  of  Steamer 
hose.  Property  saved  at  a  single  lire  might  more  tlian  pay  for  the  hose 
needed.  For  these  reasons  we  cannot  use  the  full  capacity  of  the  Steamer. 
I  would  also  recommend,  at  an  early  day,the  purchase  of  another  Steam- 
er and  disband  the  Hand  Engine  Co.V,  selling  one  of  the  Engines  and 
keeping  the  other  as  a  Relief  Engine,  in  case  one  of  ihe  Steamers  should 
be  disabled.  Also  to  reduce  the  number  of  men  in  Hook  &  Ladder  Co. 
from  41  to  25,  and  have  but  one  Hydrant  Co.  with  hose  for  the  Hydrants. 
The  other  Hydrant  Co.  to  carry  and  furnish  hose  for  the  Steamers. 
Also  to  reduce  the  number  of  men  from  18  to  12  for  liosc  Co.'s  to  Steam- 
ers.    This  will  reduce  the  number  of  men  from  173  now  allowed,  to  91. 

The  machines  and  apparatus  belonging  to  the  City  and  in  use  for  the 
cxtin<^uishment  of  fires,  are  in  good  order,  except  that  some  ©f  the  hose 
u?ed  by  the  Hydrant  Co.'s  is  \yoov  and  fit  only  for  them.  We  shall  not  at 
present  require  more  small  hose  if  we  have  a  further  supply  of  Steamer 
hose. 

The  loss  by  fire  during  the  past  year  has  been  less  than  that  of  the 
year  previous  ;  but  the  number  of  fires  has  been  more.  The  Department 
has  been  called  out  twenty  times  ;  eight  alarms  and  twelve  fires.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  the  City  sliould  become  in  possession  of  the  Saunders 
proi)erty  in  rear  of  City  Hall,  that  the  horses  for  the  steamer  may  be  kept 
near  thc'Engine:  Also  "that  the  Steamer  hose,  when  more  is  purchased, 
1)6  kept  with  the  Steamers. 

The  expenses  of  tlie  Fire  Dejtartment  will  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  other  years,  although  tlie  last  year's  amount  is  increased  by  the 
purchase  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine. 

There  should  be  several  more  Reservoirs  built  in  diflerent  parts  of  the 
Citv,  as  there  are  at  present  many  exposed  places  inaccessible  with  water. 
The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  municipal  year  ending  Feb.  1st, 
18G8  is  $13,867.6.")  which  amount  is  made  up  as  follows  viz  :
